CAPT. EADS’ REPORT. 


A Document of the Highest Im­ 
portance to California. 


The Damage Done to the Sacra­ 
mento Yalley, tho Dangers 
Threatening, and the 


Buiiun and San Francisco Baya Men- 


aoad—The System of Drain­ 


age that w ill Reclaim 


the Rivers. 


He Decides That the Evils 
Complained of Can be 
Corrected. 


Captain James B. Eads, Consulting Engineer for 
the Btate of California, in relation to the subject of 
the drainage system and the mining detritus de­ 
posita, bae filed w.th Governor Perkins bis report. 
By way of preface Captain Eads recites the facta 
leading to hie being called to an examination of the 
chief navigable rivers of California, and gives in de­ 
tail an account of his visit to the riven and his in* 
■pection of them and their tributarle», and adjacent 
lands, and of his consultations with Colonel Mendelt 
and btate Engineer Hall. He then entere upon the 
subject matter of his report, aa follows (the sub­ 
heads are our»): 
THE REPORT. 
According to the estimate of the State Engineer, 
the valley of the Sacramento is about 150 miles 
long from the Iron Canyon to the mouth of the 
Mokelumne river, and its greatest width at right 
aneles to this line is flft> miles. It contains about 
4.7W equarc miles. During the high water of March, 
A: L>. 1879. about 847 square miles of this area was 
covered a ith water. 1 he length of the Sacramento 
river, between Iron canyon aod Suisun bay, is at«out 
250 miles. The mountain water sheds, who>e drain­ 
age systems are tributary to tho Sacramento, are in 
combined area im re than two and one half times 
the area of the valley itself. Violent rains, during 
the winter and early sprint?, cause these mountain 
basins to send down flood» of considerable magni­ 
tude, and the melting of -nows in the higher regions 
cvuFes other flood waters to flow down the pr.ncipal 
streams during the 1 ter pp ing months. 
Tne 
streams which enter the Sacrauietuo valley are all 
subject to certain freshets, but the«e are generally 
of short duration. Oceanians are extremeiv rare 
when all the streams are in high flood at the same 
time. Ordiuarily the waters of one freshet are 
nearly out of the volley when another comes into it. 
• he rains which fall in the valley, unless they are 
exceptionally heavy, are absorbed by the soil, and 
do not materially contribute to the ¿welling of the 
water in tho rivers. 
CAPACITT OF THE SACRAMENTO. 
The channel of the Sacramento, being of insuffl* 
cient capacity for the immediate passage of ordinary 
floods to the sea. a large portion of the water ««cipes 
over its banks, cr is earned by natural sloughs into 
extensive basins which exist ou each side of tho 
ri'-er through many miles of its course. These ba­ 
sins are filled during each flood, aud after its sub­ 
sidence the water gradually finds its way back into 
tho rives through inlets, or sloughs, at the lowrer 
end of the basins. There is great variation in the 
capacity of the chaunel of the river in its different 
pans 
Thus, for instance, throughout a distance of 
106 miles above Butte slough thure is a channel of 
larger dimensions and slope than exists through a 
distance of 641 miles below It. This remarkable 
phenomenon results from the fact that a large por 
ti on of t lie river floo’s have annually escaped by 
Butte plough into the Sutter basin,which is of great 
txient. The channel through this 64} miles is ex 
tremely tortuous, owing to the same cause. The 
water which escapes here is not again returned to 
the river until it reaches the m«*uth of Feather river, 
at the lower end of the basin. The distance through 
this basin, from its inlet to its outlet, is only about 
half as great as it is by the crooked channel of the 
river. 
TIIE FEATHER—LEVEGH. 
The Feather river is the only outlet which acts as 
a main drain, and in that capacity is an auxiliar}' tí» 
the Sacramento throug! out the'middle portion of 
the vail y. It receives the waters of* the Yuba and 
Bear rivers and other smaller streams, ami is the 
largest affluent of the Sacramento. 
The levees which have been constructed have not 
been built on any uniform plan, and inclose high- 
water ureas of very different widths. The regimen 
of the stream has, in consequence, been interfered 
with in a way to still further impair the even ca­ 
pacity of the channel. Tho rt 3ods arc now confined 
for comparatively long distances, and then escape 
laterally in large volumes through natuial sloughs, 
or by crevasses in th*: levees. Thcs : erevaescs fre­ 
quently appear, and may have remained open fur 
years. 
The evil effects of those disturbances of the regi­ 
men of tlie river have been greatly aggravated by 
the detritus carried into its bed from tho hydraulic 
mines located near tho canyons tributary to it. 
SHOALING» OF THE RIVERS. 
Mr. Hall estimates the total amount of filling iu 
the beds of the Feather and Sacramento rivers, fr in 
Oroville to Collinsville shoals (ab »ut 163 miles), to 
be nearly 134 0 0.C00 of cubic jards. 
Hr estimates 
the avorago depth of tho fill in the Feather river, 
from the mouth 
of 
the 
^ uba 
to Nicolaus 
(10.6 miles), to be twenty feet ; the average fill 
in the Sacramento, between the mouth of Feather 
and Americ in rivers (19.74 miles), to be fifteeu feet ; 
ami from American river to Grand Island (¿7.7 
miles) to be ten feet. The total fill throughout 163 
miles will average nine feet in depth, by 460 feet in 
width. Of course tbie estimate of this enor­ 
mous quantity is only approximate, but the 
care with 
wdiich 
Mr. 
IM l 
has 
made 
the 
investigations, and the reliability of nearly al! of 
tho data upon which the tutals are based, entitle the 
results obtained to much confidence. 
The effect of the detritus upon the Yuba and Bear 
rivers has boCn much more marked than in the case 
of tho Feather and Sacramento. 
In theso tributary 
streams the original channels have been wholiy filled 
up and obliterated, and the waters, overflowing 
the banks, have transformed h formerly fertile region 
into a barren wilderness. 
Once these streams were 
pure and clear ; there were fie lds producing valuable 
harvests. «xtensiveorchards, and hubstantiul houses. 
No.v these a*e buried in the mass of earth which 
the unc introlled floods have deposited, and pros­ 
perity has given place to desolation. 


EXTENT OK INJURY. 
With reference to the extent of the injury to the 
inundated lands Mr. Hall says : 
“ Reviewing the 
losses, which are capable of estimation, we find an 
aggregate area of 43.546 acre*, which have suffered . 
a depreciation in value of $2,597,635 ” 
Tho proseut annual discharge of mining detritus 
into the* Feather, Yuba. Bear and American rivers 
is estimated by Mr Hall to lie 53.404.000 cubic 
yards. This would cover nearly 17} square ini les 
three feet deep. In the removal of this enormous 
amount of material 15,122,000 miner’s inches of 
water are used annually iu tho miiv s from which it 
is discharged. A miner’s inch of water is a unit of 
measure intended to represent a definite quantity 
discharged in twenty-four hours, aua Is variously 
estimated at between 2,000 and 2.600 cubic feet (*»r 
about 89 cubic yard»*), making a total of about 1,350 
cubic yards j»er annum, an amount equal to the 
total uiacharge of the Sacramento for eight «lays and 
ten hours, wbcu flowing at the rate <»f 60,000 cubic 
feet p .r second. 
CAUSE OF SHOALING. 
There can be no doubt that tho vast quantity* of 
detritus flowing from the mines into these channels 
is the chief causo oi the changes occurring in the 
regitnm of the rivers. Some portion of the sedi­ 
mentary matter transport**! by ihom is supplied by 
the lands near their margins, but as the valley of the 
.Sarraineuto, exceptlug a small portion of its central 
area which is occupied by tho “ Buttes,” is a level 
plain, with a sod that rapid!} absorbs nil rains not 
exceptionally heavy, the amount contributed from 
this source must be insignificant, while that sup­ 
plied by the mountains, before they were t ffected 
by hydraulic mining, seems from abundant test! 
mony, to have been insufficient to obscure the former 
clearness of there streams. 
It is very oortain that unless a proper plan of lm* 
provemcnt be adopted, there will be still greater in­ 
undations, and more extensive area* of valuable 
lands will be cover» 1 with this «ietritus. Navigation 
must likewise become moro difficult, and in tinio 
that of Suisun Bay and the Bay of ban Francisco 
w ill be impaired. 
WHAT IMPROVEMENT 18 NEEDED. 
No improvement is worth considering which will 
not result in permanent relief, and no improvement 
can afford such relief unless it be consistent with 
certain well known natural law* controlling tho 
action of all sediment-bearing rivera. 
An intelligent judgment cannot be formed m to 
the proper means of relief without some general 
knowledge of these laws. 
For this reason I will 
explain the principal ones having a bearing upon 
the movement of waters hi rivers, and the trans­ 
portation of tfctj sediment with which they aro 
charred. 
Motion can only occur by the expenditure of 
force, 
and 
hence 
all 
questions 
relating to 
the movement 
of 
tho 
fluffs and sediment, 
the force impelling them, arid tho resistance 
they 
encounter, 
Delong 
to 
the breech 
of 
science known a» dynamics. A knowledge of the 
great yet simnle truths upon which this science rests 
is easily acquired, and will enable anyone to com­ 
prehend the problem presente.L aud judge of the 
correctness cf any general treat meet proposed. 
It 
enables the ergioeer, fcy the aid of mathematical 
processes, to very accurately cs*lmate the am* -unt of 
force developed by the movements cf the wit* re 
through any part of their route, and to ascertain the 
amount of the various re*istances (or other forces) 
which must ho overcome by tl e force cf th-j river 
at any p»rt throughout Its course. 
Tho total sum 
of tbe-e resistances 13 called, in e dentidc parlance, 
the work done; aud it is an axiom, not to b e Dr- 
gotten as we proceed, that the f**rce expended bv 
the river in an}- given timo must be exactly equal 
to the work done in that timo. 
FORCE AND RESISTANCE. 
We haxe. therefore, two grand divisions in the 
problems-force and resistance ; and to one or the 
other of these b« long all parts of our inveatigatio 1. 
The force expenda l by the river result# fr m t ie 
fall of 1 s waters fresi a higher to a luwer level. T<> 
estimate the «mount of any moving force, thre 
elementa mugt bt) oooiidcrul; 
first m atter • s >e- 


ond, space: and, third, time. In this case we have, 
first, the volume cf the water in motion; seosnd, 
th* vertical hight from which it falls; ami, third, 
the time during which it i* falling. 
If cith f one 
cf the two first-named elements be increased dur­ 
ing any given unit of time, the force expended dur- 
lng that time will also be ¡ccreased. 
That is to say, 
if thevnhuno of discharge be increased, the force 
will be increased. Ur, if the Light from which it 
descends be increased, the force will be likewise iu- 
creased. 
The various resistances overcome by the force of 
the river consist of, first, the friction of the bed ; 
second, the friction of the particles of water among 
themselves ; third, the re sin tan ce to the direct flow 
of t he water resulting from the bend# an.. lm-gu- 
Jaritii s of the channel ; and, fourth, the * *istanc« 
of the gravity of the sedimentary matte,# in the 
water, when sosjiendcd in it or moved along its 
bed.* 
AUGMENTING THE POWER OP A CURRENT. 
It is simply impossible to compel the current todo 
any additional work beyond that (wrfornied hy it in 
a su te of nature, unless the force expended be In­ 
creased, or unless some one of the resisting forces 
before named be proportionately l ssened. 
We 
cannot make It torn a mill-wheel or absorb any por­ 
tion of ita force, even by the friction of a fish net 
stretched across its channel,! without lessening the 
force which holds ita sediment in suspension. 
It is 
this simple law of nature, namely—“ the work done 
cannot exoeed the force expended,’’ which makes 
the construction of a machine capable of perpetual 
motion an impossibility. How impossible, then, is 
it for tbs river to transport an immense quantity of 
mining detritus, without exhausting a pert of the 
foroe which is required to overcome the friction of 
its bed. 
if the force Decenary to do this he dimin­ 
ished, slower currents must result, the drainage of 
the valley be impaired, and the floods raised is 
greater bights. 
There are but two ways of increasing the foroe of 
a river. First, by increasing its volntne ; second, 
by increasing the vertical space through which its 
volume descends iu a given time. 
Nature gives to all sediment-bearing rivers the 
ability to increase their foroe when overtaxed bv 
their burdens of sediment. 
This they do bv de­ 
positing the exoere iu their beds, thereby raising 
them, and increasing their surface slopes, or, as it 
U )*>pul*rly called, their “ fall per mrte.” An in­ 
crease of this slope involves an increase oí the verti­ 
cal space through which the wartr falls, and this in­ 
creases the force, and creates a greater velocity of 
current. 1 
This deposition in the bed conUuuee 
until a velocity is produced sufficient to transport 
the whole of the sediment to the sea, after which 
deposit ceases to occur in it. If the filling the bed 
of the stream in this manner be not sufficient to 
produce the necessary current, the waters ex and 
over the adjacent lands, and cover them with sedi­ 
ment, until-they are of sufficient hight to sustain 
new channels of the requisite slope. 


WORK OF THE HACBAMENTO. 
The Sacramento river a: d its tributaries have 
evidently been doing this kind of work for the last 
score of ye re. Near the mines, we learn from Mr. 
Hall’s investigations, the Yuba now foils from an 
incrc&std hight of 125 feet, and that the bed cf the 
Sacramento at Feather river is 20 feet higher than it 
was formerly. 
By far the most important element of resistant** 
which prevents the rapid flow of the waters of the 
vdll y, is the friction 
of the different chan­ 
nels through 
which 
they move. 
Some idea 
uf the magnitude of this resistance may be in­ 
ferred from the fact that nearly nine-tenths of the 
resistance of well-formed ships is the result of fric­ 
tion between their surfe.cos and the water. 
Jf we 
can reduce this resistance in the river channels, we 
can not only facilitate the discharge of the fl<»ods, 
but we will have a corresponding amount of surplus 
f ree to excavate deeper ones in the riv ers and to 
transport the sediment. 
FRICTIONAL RESISTANCE. 
The amount of frictional res stance depends upon 
the extent of the area in contact with the water, 
and arises from the mutual cohesion of the fluid 
particles and from their adhesion to the an: faces 
over which they slide. 
Hence, if a stream be ex­ 
cessively wide, the friction will be reduced by re­ 
ducing ita width, and an acceleration of current 
must result, although the surface slope mav be no 
greater than btfore 
If we use two pipes f«»r drain­ 
age, one being one foot in uiaraoier and the <»tber 
four leet, each being the same length, and each 
having the same head of water, or slope, the fric­ 
tional area in the lurgsr pipe will oc on y four times 
as great as it is in the smaller one, yet it will con­ 
tain sixteen times as much water. This is because 
the surface in contact with the water, and which 
causes the resistance, inc-eases with its diameter, 
while its area i« creases with the square of its diame­ 
ter. The friction in pipes is therefore inversely as 
their diameters. The form of channel which offers 
the least fr.otional resistance L» the flow of water is 
•end-cylindrical, and, in proportion a* the channel 
departs from this f- »rra, widens and become flatter, 
this resistance incrc-táe* and the surface slope has 
io be steei»ened t*i prodhee the name velocity of cur­ 
rent. This steepening of tho slops is the direct 
came of the overflows. 
THE MAGNITUDE OF CHANNEL*. 
The magnitud*- of the channels of rivers flowing 
through alluvial «ii#trict« i# determined by the size 
of the flood# that pass through them. At such 
times tho force of the river isnot only much greater, 
because uf the increased volume anti slope, but be­ 
cause tho ratio (i friction for unit of \ lumc is 
greatly decreased ; hence, there i* a much greater 
surplus of force. This surplus increases the velocity 
of the current, ami gives it greater ability to trans­ 
port pediment.. if the channel be too small at any - 
one or more places, the surface above rises, and a 
st»e]>er slope i# thu* made through the contraction ; 
the current velocity is thug made greater tin re, ami 
the extra amount of sediment which can bo then 
carried by the water will be taken up out uf the oed 
of the stream, and thus it will bo deepened. As 
this deepening progresses the slope is lowprcd and 
the velocity reduced. 
Friction is not only increas- d by the widening 
and flattening of the channel, but also by r.s sub­ 
division. Jf wc divido the water flowing in one 
semi cylindrical channel into tw’o equal ones oi half 
the size, wo must increase the s’ope of each of the 
pmallc” enra in the ratio of 12 to 17, to produee tbo 
same velocity ; because the 1 fictional arca oí the two 
smaller ones w ill be five-twelfths greater ihan the 
larger «me. To show that an increase of slope 
occurs from this cau^e on the Sacramento, we have 
only to compare the slope oi Nteamboat slough, 
where the rirer is divided into two channels by 
Grand Island, with the slope of the river above it. 
The high water slope of this slough is 67 100 of a 
foot per mile, while the slope of the river above aud 
below it is ouly 43.100. When the enti c volume s 
made to flow through Steamboat slough, hi Mr. 
Hall proposes, a lowering of fully twenty inches iu 
the flood hight at Sacramento can he confidently 
looked for from this improvement alune. 
DIVIDING THE RIVER. 
If the main river were divided into many different 
channels the increase of slope would be stUi greater. 
If it were divided into four equal channels, each hav­ 
ing one quarter of the capacity iu the main channel, 
the area uf the surface of Ihetr beds would be twice 
a# great as that oi the main Cnnrnl, ai.d the slope 
of the surface of the water would have to be doubled 
iu that part of tho river to produco the same ve- 
velocity in them. 
At Butte slough the water i# divided into two 
channels, one of whi h, viz., Sutter Basin, is of 
enormous width, and, consequently, the frictional 
resistance to the flow through i - is also enormous. 
The o.her is the main channel of the river, and in 
this the ratio oi frictional rcsistauce to the volume 
carried is also much greater, owing to tho diminu­ 
tion cl the volume in it. This re-istauce is also in­ 
creased by the groat amount of beihd rcaistanco in 
this part of tho channel.$ and the result is that the 
nver here falls nearly one foot tier mile from Butte 
slough, through butter B&dn, to Feather river, 
while below* Feather to the American, the fall is 
only one-third as steep. 
THE FOLLY OF MULTIPLYING CHANNELS. 
With such evidences of the increase of slope which 
inevitably follows tho widcung uf the surface over 
which the floods pa-s, «-r tho subdivisión of the 
main channel into smaller ones, it seems astonish - 
ing that anyone can seriously propose to give per­ 
manent protection again-t Overflows by multiplying 
tho channels through which the flood# now struggle 
to reach the sea. Those who advocate such means 
of relief have yet to learn two « r three of thegrand- 
est but simplest laws controlling the motions of 
matter throughout every part of tne universe. 
They have yet to learn, first, that no atom of «and 
or water in*the liver, or planet in space, can lave 
motion except through the impulse of force ; sec­ 
ond, that matter in motion must encounter tho re- 
iatance of some other force nr forces ; aud third, 
that the velocity of the m atter depends u\*.i\ the 
amount of force urging it onward, ami thu amount 
of resistance retarding it# progress. 
Friction being the chief element of resistance, 
aud this being greater aud greater In proportion as 
the water ia subdivided, the -mlvocatefl of drainage 
canal# and other outlets propose to increase the 
elocity of discharge hy increasing the friction 
which retard* that velocity ; or, iu other words, 
they propose to reverse the laws of nature. 
EFFECT OF A CREVAS.HE. 
As the immediate effect of a crevasse is to lower 
the hight of the flood In its vicinity and below it, 
many person* im gine that na’iiral or artificial out­ 
lets, by which a p jrt of a river** flood volume is 
drawn off, tendtoloMCü the recurrence of destruc­ 
tive inundation*?. 
This process would undoubtedly prove effective 
if the waters of the Sacramento were not charged 
with an immense quantity of sediment. To prevent 
this rettliug on the bottom a o r tain velocity of 
current must be maintained. 
Rivers which flow 
through bed» formed of their own deposit# almost 
always have their waters charged with ail the sedi­ 
ment which the water will surtáis, line of the 
dynamic element* cf the force of the river is its 
volume. If a portion of this pa-ued through the 
crevaw»-, it is absurd to suppose that the force re­ 
maining will be a? groat as before; a d, as the ratio 
of frictx nal resistance must increase ia proportion 
to the remaining volume, it i# equally i*feg»ud to 
6upp f*‘ that the dimiuuthed force can impel the 
diminished volume with the e^roe voktdty wh*-rc 
there has been no increase of slope. The equilib­ 
rium which had previ-jtirlv existed bet wee»} these 
forees being disturbed by the creation of a ucw out 
let, the river at ome sets up a natural pr.;cv-s for 
it# restoration. As it cannot prevent the J<*#« of 
one element «M its force, thiough t-te outlet, it pr«»- 
ceed# to increase another oro of its dynamic ele­ 
ments. tc begins at once to increase tbo hight, or 
ver tí cal space, through which iv tab s; tfou is, it 
increases it* surface tdoj*, bv the deposit of rn 1-

The resistance caused by wiucfo is rwA included 
here, because it in a*» sm dl and variable a factor in 
the problem. 
The tidal f-rcu is also omitted, be- 
c iu •» the resistance of the iueowiog tide is com­ 
pensated by that of the ebb. 
t This fact was verified 1 itera’ly on the Missouri 
river lant year. Screen* of X«>, 16 w re, haring meshes 
about one tx>t square, placed airosa the current, 
with their lower edges anchored by bags oi stone, 
and their upt»er *h»cs sustained by large buoys, 
caused such rapid deposit of sediment bei rw thtci 
as to raise the bottom, in some calesa* much r.s 
sixteen fect, during one flood season. 
I The surface slope in flood time, and not the sur­ 
face slope at low water, is that to which I have 
reference throughout this report, and this*«dope 
inns not be confounded vri h the irregular slope of 
the bottom of the channel.

RESULT OF AN INSCTF1CIKNT GURRERO 
The current being insufficient to sustain the en­ 
tire burtleu of sediment after it pa«seH the outlet 
tho excess falls immediately below it, and by shoai- 
ing the channel there restores tho velocity over the 
shoal, but not below it : the result is, th t the shoal 
is extended on down, if the outlet remains pernut 
nently open, until repeated floods reduce the size of 
the entire river from the outlet to tide level 
But 
it does nut «top when this is dune, for the reason 
that the ratio of friction to volume has been in­ 
creased, and a greater slope than the original onu 
must be produced to create the velocity necea» 
to prevent fnrtber shoaling. Therefore, a th o _ _ 
the first effect of a crevasse or natural outlet Is to 
lower the hight of the floods, the final and perma 
nent one is to increase it in proportion to the mag­ 
nitude of the outlet, because the slope of tbs river 
must he increased in proi»ortion as the volume is 
diminished. 
The proof that ruch change will occur In the 
river's slope is shown hy the fact, that the slopes of 
silt-bearing streams flowing through alluvial de­ 
posits, all over the world, are in an inverse ratio to 
their volumes ; that is to say, where th# volume is 
small, the slope is great aud conversely. 
What has been said of outlets thus far relates to 
tboso from which the waters do not again return to 
the river. Whether they return or not, however, 
an island is formed by the division of the water. 
If it returns the increase of slope will extend ool/ 
from the outlet to the point where the water again 
enters the river. 
ITie same phenomena occur 
in Island channels. If two channels inofcjatxw aa 
island be of equal size and length, they will be per­ 
manent, unices one or the other becomes obstru cted 
by some accidental cause ; hot if one be much long­ 
er than the other, the river cannot increase the 
•lope of the longer, because it would be ooetroJl*d 
by the shorter one, and ultimately the latter, be­ 
cause of its greater slope and current, would become 
the ma*n river, while the former would be separated 
from H by deposits formed in the sluggish waters at 
both ends of it. The longer one would thus become 
a lake of the character frequently seen near tho 
main river in allu\ ial districts. 


BITTE SDOUGH AN1) THB RITRR. 
If the alluvial deposits through which Butte slough 
is formed were leas fi«m. the enlargement of that 
outlet would be so ray.id that the main river would 
probably soon flow through it, forsaking entirely th«- 
tor uous channel between Butte * lough and Feather 
river. In any event, if Butte slough be left open, 
the fe-dim ut which enters this )»asin must in time 
reduce its width and form a well defined chaunel 
through it, to the still greater injury «.f the main 
river. The route through the basin to the mouth of 
the Feather being but about half as long, and there­ 
fore twice as steep, the tendency of the river to at 
once take that route is only checked by the cafwcRy 
of the elough aud the frictional resistance to the 
flow of the water over the wide bed of the batdn. 
Its early closure and the straightening of the river 
bv cut-offs between the siough and the mouth cf the 
Feather, as proposed by the State Engineer, cannot 
fail to improve the navigation of the nver and lower 
the hight of the floods. 
R1C8ULT8 OF LC8S OF VOLUMB. 
A# a «hoaling of the channel, an increase of slopo 
ami higher floods an the inevitable results of a foes 
of volume, it i* apparent that these phenomena 
are all reversed by an increase of volume. And aa 
the expansion of the river-bed intoexcessivc widtba, 
or its subdivision into numerous channels, increase* 
the resistance, thereby causing a shoaling, steeper 
slopes aud higher floods, it is equally apparent that, 
by narrowing the wide places mid compelling the 
water to flow in hut one chaunel, shi'als will disap­ 
pear, the slope he lowered, aud flood lire* bo re­ 
duce <1. An increase of resistance is equivale: t to a 
l**ss of force, «0 far as velocity is oooce nee, and it 
follows, therefore, that the sanie evils will result 
from an increase of frictional urea as thoec resulting 
from a losa of volume. 
These causes have both 
combined to hasten tl»e injury to the channels of 
the Sacramento and I» s tributaries. Their beds being 
raised by sed i men tar v deposits, the fnciioi^tl resist­ 
ance ha# increased with the diminished a se of tbo 
channel, and, at tho «ame time, tire loss of vohim*, 
by the ovei flow of tbe bauks, has been greater aud 
greater with the elevation of the flood hight#. This 
fact is of value, for it shows that heneflrial results 
will in like manner speedily follow the proper man 
•gt merit oi the two great elements - force sod re­ 
sistance. 
DESIGN OF THE CHANNEL WORK*. 
The channel wurkrf proposed by Mr. Hall oro de­ 
signed to 1. t>sen the resistance by gradually narrow­ 
ing the wide places, closing Old Kivcr channel at 
Grand Isiard, and lessening the bend resistance near 
Knight’s Lancing, by making certain cut-cff# to 
straighteu the ciiannel in that neighborhood, and 
other lees important improvements. The*e corree 
lions would soon enable the channel, without over 
. 
flowing, to receive more flood-water, and this would 
be an increase of force. 
Any correction which would compel all of th© wa­ 
ters to flow inti» their proper channel, within any 
very brief pern>d, is not to be thou^bt of. 
This 
would have to be the work of probably fifteen or 
twenty years. 
But bv pttebing tbe channel w< rks 
and strengthening and elevating the levees a little 
at certain localities, the closing ol the prewcnt out 
let#, in the gradual manner proposed by Mr. Hall, 
may be done with ut increasing the danger of over­ 
flow, provided the works for arresting the mining 
detritus he then constructed. 


CAPACITY OF THE 
SACRAMENTO TO 
CARRY 
FLOOD WATKfctk 
Great doubt Iras been expressed 1 y it any intelli­ 
gent peisons ai to the possibility of giving six*is 
capacity of channel to the Sacramt nto as will enable 
it to discharge the entire thod-waters of the valley. 
In considering: this we must remember that, the 
capacity of the river to di-cha-ge Roods will be 
greatly improved, without any enlargement oi it, 
so soon as it i* brought to an approximate uni 
fortuity of width and depth, and its mo-t t-ntuous 
p rta ate s’ralghtened. I t i# difficult, if not impos- 
hible, to estimate accurately how rr. v h more w**t«*r 
it will then be capable of discharging, bercuse tho 
quantities cf f< me of the elements of tl c problem 
are *0 difficult to a C frtaii; but w e may safely *«- 
sume that, with no greater ffi od elevations, it wil’» 
when thuh improved, discharge fully fifty per «ent 
more than at present. The effect of such an in­ 
creased volume will l»e to d«<q>en the bed after the 
rectification of tlie channel is effected ; and this pro- 
ccs* will continue until a lower surface riorc reduce# 
tho velocity so ranch that it will be only cHpabie of 
carrying the sediment poured into it r»y its trihuta- 
ries without taking up any adiiitional quantity from 
its own bed 
If we suppose that this ranch deepen­ 
ing of the bed and reduction of slope have occurred 
under the impulse of fifty per Centura added to it* 
flood discharge, and the deepening to have then 
ceased, tho surface slope will then have been so 
greatly lowered that much m*» e than fifty pe»* cent­ 
um may thtn be added to tliat ibcreaw-d volcmtc 
w ithout raising the floods beyond their funner hight. 
CARRYING TOWER DISCUSSED. 
Each increment added to the flood-volume produces 
increased velocity, which in turn give# the watoi in­ 
crease»! jviwer to carry sediment, and tlie extra 
amount of thi* is picked up from .he b<d by the 
rapid current, until the l*ed i# #0 much deepened 
that a lower slope of surface ensues. This gradually 
reduces the earning capacity of the water to that 
velocity which is unable to produce a farther deep­ 
ening <*f the bed. When this is «lone, a condition of 
stable equilibrium is again established between thu 
several impelling and resisting forces, 
in this man­ 
ner Rt reams lower their surface slope® throughout 
alluvial dis rets, in proportion a# their volumes are 
increased. The South Pass of the Mississippi is 
twelve mi'cs long, and the Southwest I’ass is 
eighteen. T hey etpárate at a point where the river, 
m flood, i*? about three feet higher than the moan 
lev el of tbe Gulf; eoiiHcquent^y, the shorter one lias 
a slope of three inches per mile, while the longer 
one has but two Indies 
This difference of *lop« i* 
because the steeper one discharges but one quarter 
us much water as the other. !i the volume of the 
larger w^re dircUnrged through the smaller channel, 
ii would rapidly deepcu and adarga it, and take a 
lower slope of surface. 
SLOPE OK THE MAIN RITKK. 
Tlie main river, which Is nearly three times 
as large a# the Isrg-.r 
has, owing; 
to 
its 
immense 
v. lumc, only 
about one inch

GENERAL SHERMAN’o REPORT. 


Heueral Sherniau’s report on th e m ili­ 
tary affairs of the nation is a very business­ 
lik e one, and it is furtuuate th a t the sug­ 
gestions it contains are certain to receive a 
more respectful bearing th an th ey would 
have n year ago. 
Like G eneral Sheridan, 
he dw ells upon the ineflicitncy of th e army 
for its w ork. 
Ho does not propose a con­ 
siderable increase in tho force, b u t he ex­ 
presses the opinion th a t the stren g th of the 
liuo should be raised to 30,000, w hich is the 
present legal lim it, though Congress, under 
Democratic control, has lately been m aking 
appropriations for no m ore th an 25,000 
men. General Sherm an thinks th a t the rapid 
construction of railroads through th e o u t­ 
lying territory has rendered several of th e 
sm aller m ilitary posts useless, and he 
reoommecds th a t these be sold, and th a t 
perm anent posts be established on the 
frontiers, a t convenient points, 
lie pro­ 
poses also th a t a new m ilitary school, for 
infantry and cavalry, be established a t 
Kort Leavenw orth, and he pays a high 
com plim ent to th e governm ent of tho W est 
Point Academ y, incidentally delivering a

G eneral 
Schofield 
and 
his associates were attack ed by a por­ 
tion

j ublic

The G eneral is of 
opinion th a t 
th e principal seaports 
of 
th e 
country 
should be fortified and fully garrisoned. 
H a expressly nam es Pori land, 
PostoD, 
N ew port, New Y ork, Philadelphia, H am p­ 
ton Roads, P o rt R oyal, K ey W est, Pensa­ 
cola, New Orleans, San Diego, San F ran ­ 
cisco and P o rt Tow nsend, in this connec­ 
tion. 
All the m inor forts he would aban­ 
don, 
An annual appropriation of 
one 
m illion a year would in a few years com­ 
plete these 
fortifications, and 
another 
m illion a year would arm them . 
H ere we 
are afraid the G eneral has m ade an under 
estim ate. 
A million a year would give so 
little to each of the ports nam ed th a t 
practically nothing w culd be accomplished. 
In some cases it is alm ost certain th a t 
entirely new fortifications w ould have to 
be bu ilt. 
T his w ould be necessary in San 
Francisco, for exam ple. 
T he fortifications 
in th e harbor of San Francisco are ntterly 
useless. 
A hosli’e fleet could lie ou t of 
th e ir range and shell the c ity w ith com­ 
p lete im punity. 
T he forts m ight perhaps 
prevent an enem y from entering th e h ar­ 
bor, though even th a t is very doubtful, 
for th e defenses of A lcatraz and F ort 
P o in t 
w ould 
offer 
a 
very 
feeble 
resistance 
to 
th e 
heavy 
caliber 
gunB 
now 
carried 
by 
w ar 
ships. 
If th e safety of th e city is an object, how ­ 
ever, it m u st ho realized th a t it is entirely 
unprovided for, and th a t one such vessel 
as th e D evastation could a t alm ost any 
tim o hold it to ransom , or destroy it, w ith­ 
o u t approaching th e batteries at all. 
To 
adequately defend San Francisco an appro­ 
priation of ten m illions w ould probably be 
required, and if all o th er exposed points 
on th e Beaboard are to be p u t in a state of 
defense th e outlay w ould reach tw o or 
th ree h undred m illions a t th e very lowest 
estim ate. 
I t m ay be necessary th a t this 
should be done, b u t we are convinced th at 
one or tw o m illions a y e y will n ot effeot 
it. 
A glance a t th e naval appropriations 
w ill show how easy it is to expend fourteen 
o r fifteen m illions a y ear w ithout getting 
an y th in g in re tu rn b u t ro tten and un­ 
serviceable ships. 
U nless, therefore, G en­ 
eral Sherm an know s how to prevent waste 
ss no form er head of a departm ent or 
G eneral has been able to prevent it, he 
oannot g et w h at he w ants accom plished for 


an y th in g like th e m odest sum s he apeaks o t

W e publish this m orning the full te x t of 
th e report ju st m ade to G overnor P erkins 
by C aptain Eads, in his capacity of consult­ 
ing engineer to th e Sacram ento D rainage 
Commission. 
I t is a highly im portant and 
interesting docum ent, and a very seasona­ 
ble encouragem ent to th e prosecution of 
th e im provem ents w hich have been com­ 
menced in this connection. 
C aptain E ads 
is com pletely 
convinced, 
fiist, of 
the 
necessity and urgency of relief w orks for 
the im provem ent of our rivers, and second, 
of th e entire feasibility of th e changes 
w hich it is proposed to m ake. 
These tw o 
vital points m ay be said to give th e keynote 
to his report. 
Thus, a fte r citing th e evi­ 
dence of damage caused by th e flow of 
debris in th e rivers, he observes, “ I t is 
“ very certain th at, unless a proper plan of 
“ im provem ent be adopted, th ere will be 
“ still greater inundations, and more ex- 
“ tensive area3 of valuable lands will be 
“ covered w ith this d etritu s. 
N avigation 
“ m ust likew ise become more difficult, and 
“ in tim e th a t of Snisun Bay and th e Bay 
“ of Sau Francisco w ill be im paired. 
No 
“ im provem ent is w orth considering w hich 
“ will not result in perm anent relief, and 
41 no im provem ent can afford such relief 
“ unless it be consistent w ith certain well- 
“ know n n atu ral law s controlling th e ac- 
“ tion of 
all 
sedim ent-bearing ‘ riv ers.” 
H aving prem ised th u s innch he proceeds 
to explain th e n atu ral law s w hich govern 
the situation to be dealt w ith, and he doea 
th is so lucidly 
and 
graphically as to 
give com plete assurance of his grasp and 
m astery of all the considerations involved. 
This p art of th e report is indeed a clear 
and a t the saíne tim e sim ple exposition of 
scientific 
deductions w hich 
should 
be 
studied carefully by all who desire to .un­ 
derstand th e problem s before the people of 
California, 
i t is a sum m ary and elucida­ 
tion of elem entary' principles a com prehen­ 
sion of w hich w ill ren d er th e whole scheme 
of im provem ent intelligible to all. N ature, 
when left to her own m ethods of solving 
problem s forced upon her by M an, pro­ 
ceeds w ithout any regard to th e effect her 
processes m ay have upon M an’s handi­ 
w ork. 
W hen m ining debris is poured into 
th e rivers she undertakes to recover the 
force of which th e curitfmt is deprived by 
this obstructing m atter, by increasing th e 
slope of th e riv er surface. 
T he result 
of this rem edial operation is to restore 
th e force of th e c u rren t a t th e expense 
of the surrounding country. 
T he neces­ 
sity for a specified discharge capacity re­ 
m ains th e same, and to atta in 
it the 
rivers are gradually changed into torrents 
a t th eir heads, and they avenge them selves 
for the obstruction of th eir original chan­ 
nels by spreading th eir w aters far and 
wide over th e country. 
In treating the 
results of th is n atu ral process it is im pos­ 
sible to w ork w ith auy other law s thau 
those w hich N ature supplies, bu t it is 
possible to employ those laws fur the re­ 
lief of th e m ischief which N atu re has 
w rought. 
H ow this is to be effected it is 
th e purpose of Captain E aus to show, and 
also w hy it is necessary to proceed in cer­ 
tain ways. 
To restore tlic rivera to their 
original condition, to enable them to carry | 
th e llood-w afers W ithout in ju ry to the su r­ 
rounding country, it ¡3 necessary, first, to 
check th e deposit of debris in th e river 
beds ; th en to increase th e m om entum of 
the cu rren t by straightening and deepen­ 
ing th e channel, anil iu a variety of ways 
dim inishing th e friction, and enlarging the 
discharge capacity of th e stream s. 


C apta n E ads show s very clearly tho fu ­ 
tility of all attem pts to solve the problem 
by dividing th e volume of w ater to be 
carried. 
E very effort of th a t kind dim in­ 
ishes th e force and increases the friction of 
th e current. 
T he only scientific solution 
of th e question consists in m aking th e 
present channel of th e river (the Sacra­ 
m ento being m eant) able to carry w hatever 
volum e m ay be poured into it. 
I t is satis 
factory to know th a t C aptain Eads coin­ 
cides iu tho opinions of S tate Engineer 
H all, to whose ability he pays a generous 
com plim ent a t tho eud of his report. 
H e 
has tiled, together w ith the latter, an ap­ 
pendix, consisting of a m em orandum draw n 
up by Mr. H all, embody ing his suggestions 
for th e details of th e w ork. T his appendix, 
w hich we shall tak e au early opportunity 
of publishing, shows th e full scheme as a t 
present agreed upon, ar.d C aptain Eads 
concludes his report by saying: “ If the 
“ eutire system 
bo 
properly 
executed 
“ and fully com pleted as proposed, I have 
“ no hesitation in asserting th a t the results 
“ will be m ost gratifying and rem unerative.” 
The en tiro 8} stem com prehends a series 
of highly im p o rtan t though not necessarily 
expensive wi rks. 
The closing of th e Old 
R iver cbaunel, 
the gradual closing 
of

sloughs

river, the removal of shoals by means of 
brush m attresses so placed as to div ert the 
current, th e m ultiplication of brush dams 
for th e holding of th e debris in th e Y uba 
and F eath er R ivers, 
the raising of the 
levees below Sacram ento in order to m eet 
th e tem porary rise in th e flood surface of 
th e 
river 
which 
will 
be 
caused 
by 
tho 
narrow ing 
of 
th e 
lower 
chan­ 
nel until they have besn so sooured out 
as to carry off th e flood w aters e asily ; 
these and o th er im provem ents are pro­ 
posed after th e m ost careful exam ination, 
and the details as well as th e general plan 
are cordially approved by C aptain Kads. 
Tho public will gather from his report, 
first, th a t there is absolute need for these 
im provem ents, and second, th a t th ey may 
be relied on to give th e security dem anded. 
U nless they are carried ont, and carried 
out com pletely, it is only a question of tim e 
for th e Sacram ento Y ailcy, tho navigation 
of th e Sacram ento R iver, Suisun Bay, and 
San Francisco harbor, to bo destroyed. 
T nis is th e verdict of science, and it can­ 
not 
be appealed from

tribunal. 
W e know now w hat we have to 
apprehend, ami w hat m easures wo m ust 
take to avoid th e dangers im pending.

tru st th a t there w ill bo no hesitation in 
adopting th e m ethods of relief which aro 
recommended by our scientific advisers.

C hicago, November lO.h.—The Tribune's 
St. 1‘eter (M inn.) special says : 
A t ball pa,t 
8 o’clock to night it was au n u n ced th at the 
iusai.a asylum was on fire. 
Everybody wa- 
a; palled a t the prospect of over 500 patients 
being turned out of doors during eucb a ter 
rible night, and still more a t the di-agree- 
able prospect of going more than a mile 
across the bleak praiiie and facing the cut­ 
ting wind. 
Our people reeposded nobly. 
M any made the trip on foot, but a large num ­ 
ber of wagons and other conveyances were 
soon on the road, while rumors of loss of life 
reached town. 
The sky in the direction of 
the asylum was lighted up, and a dense vol­ 
ume of smoke rose over the scene and was 
carried across the river. 
The probabilities 
were th at the whole structure, custiug half a 
million, would be destroyed. 
The scene of 
the conflagration was grand. 
The whole 
northern 
wing 
of 
the 
structure 
was 
one sheet of flames. 
As soon as it was 
found th at the fire was likely to prove seri­ 
ous, Dr. B artlett, the Superintendent, gave 
orders to have all the patients released and 
cared for as well as possible, but before the 
fire was discovered one or two of the halls 
had become choked with smoke and it was 
impossible to relieve all the patieut*. 
No 
one knows how many perished, but quite a 
num ber must have been burned alive. 
Some 
sav there were fifty. 
The fire originated in 
the northwest corner of the basement of the 
north wing, and about the same time there 
was fire iu the adjoining sections. No tire was 
kept iu th at part of the building, and its origin 
is a m ystery. 
I would not venture to esti­ 
mate the number of lives lost. 
N ot even the 
officers know, perhaps, because some of the 
patients wandered off and may have perished 
from the cold. 
M ost of them were taken to 
the large barn, granary 
and wood-ceilar. 
Fortunately there was time to carry out 
m >st of the bidding and clothing. 
The 
Gourt house and large school buildings were 
opened, and teams were 
busy for hours 
bringing them to town. 
It is believed that 
about all the patients are housed. 
The fire­ 
men finally prevented the Haines from enter­ 
ing the main building, and thus two thirds of 
the structure was saved.

tients, and every inch of space was utilized. 
W hat will be done w ith these poor creatures, 
turned out in the cold and their malady in ­ 
creased by the excitement of the occasion, is 
a reri us question.

buildings situated in town which are used, 
but tbey are already crowded to their full 
capacity. 
The asyluih a t Rochester is full, 
and will doubtless lie unable to provide ac­ 
commodations for aDj- of the unfortunates.

St. P aul, November lGth.—The following 
additional news regarding the St. Peter fire 
is received ia epecials : W hile the flames were 
slowly progressing the m ations of the female 
departo.ent made all haste to, get their in­ 
mates out, and many of them ran shrieking 
ia their night clothes into the enow-drifts, 
even burying themselves in the snow, and 
had to lie dragged into barns and sheds, while 
those near by wrapped blankets and shawls 
about them. 
Hence intense suffering could 
not be avoided, as they had to be taken about 
fifteen or tw enty rods through the snow. The 
num ber burned cannot be gotten at in any 
way at the present time. M any are knewn 
to have wandered away in the intense excite­ 
ment th at prevailed throughout the whole 
premises.

10, 1872 (áection 2324 
of the Revised b tatuies) the annual expendí 
ture for improvements was due within each 
year, commencing with the date of location, 
except iu regard to claims located prior to thp 
enactment of th at law, the annual expendi­ 
tures upon which were made due by January 
I, 1873, and annually thereafter. 
The pur- 
posa of the amendatory laws of January 22. 
1880, was to secure a uniform period within 
which the animal expenditure should be re­ 
quired on all locations, and it provided that 
such period should commence on the 1st day 
of January succeeding the date of location 
of 
each 
claim. 
I t 
therefore 
follows 
th at 
a 
claim located October 1, 
1879, 
requires the expenditure of S100 worth of 
labor or improvements thereon within the 
calendar year 1880, and th at whatever may 
have been expended during the year 1879 will 
not answer the requirements of expenditures 
in 1880. 
I t also appears, by reason of the 
charge made in the requirements of the Act 
of M ay, 1872, by the amendatory law of last 
Januaiy, th at a claim located o-i any date 
subsequent to the 1st day of January, 1879. 
requires no further expenditure during the 
remainder of that year than is made necessary 
by the loca! laws.”

All the 
patients at the hospital are reported as pro­ 
gressing favorably. 
No frtsh supply of 
vaccine matter has as yet arrived, but it is 
scarcely needed, as applications for vaccina­ 
tion have almost ceased. 
The case of the estate of M ark Hopkins, 
deceased, was called up before J udge Finn 
this morning on the petition for revocation of 
letters of administration. General W. H . L. 
Barnes was substituted as attorney for tne 
administratrix, and on his motion the hear­ 
ing was continued until December 1st. 
The case of B. W . Lnnday vs. the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company for $10,000 dam­ 
ages for ejectment from a train at Ombey 
station, in the Indian country, was concluded 
to-day In Judge Wilson’s Court, Department 
No. 1. Plaintiff claimed that he had been 
leit for four hours at the station and under­ 
gone several hardships, being obliged to pad­ 
dle himself on a handcar for twenty miles 
and then pay $53 tor another ticket to this 
city. This exhausted his funds, and he was 
compelled to take a position on a river 
steamer, instead of goicg to Seattle, W. T., 
as he had intended. The defense showed 
that the ticket was only good for nine days, 
baviDg been purchased on the 12ch day of 
Marob, 1874, and that he was using it on the 
25th of March, when it was no longer good. 
A nonsuit was granted on the face of the ev­ 
idence.

On the morning cf the 22J of October a 
violent storm sprung up, increasing rapidly 
in intensity from about 5 to 11 o’clock, when 
the barometer fell to 28.20. The Jamestown 
parted one of her brw cables and drifted 
about two lengths toward the beach in front 
of the Indian Raiich. The cable attached 
to 
the 
wharf 
prevented 
her 
drifting 
ashore. The schooner, General Miller, of 
San Francisco, which had arrived the day be­ 
fore aud anchored iff Castle Rock, dragged 
her anchors rapidly, and was drifting toward 
the reefs opposite tho wharf, when a cablj 
sent out by Captain Glass, of the Jamestown, 
and made fast at the pier, saved her. The 
wharf, which v.ss raised for underpinning, 
was wrecked 
The pile-driver par ted tncor- 
iag8 and w as smashed on the Jap .rreky rock?, 
and many roof? and fences were demolished 
on shore. Lieutenant Symond.-, navigating 
officer of the Jamestow n, calls the storm a 
cyclone, and says it took the same course as 
tho memorable ene of the same day of the 
month thirteen years ago —October 26,1807— 
when the United Statea ship Ocsipee was 
blown off to sea a day a course out, and had 
Buch a terrible handling. The course of the 
gale was first from the northeast, or a point a 
little north of east, and then it shifted around 
to the southwest. A little before 1 «’clock the 
wind had almost cumnletly subsided, and as 3 
bells pca'ed frcm the deck cf ;he Jamestown 
a bnsh that was wonderful in its stillness fell 
upon the wastes and aloDg ‘.he shore, which 
the furious storm had so lately lashed. Then 
came a sudden sensation of uneasiness from 
some nnapparent cause, and then the great 
log buildings ef Sitka seemed to those who 
were in them to have been seized by some 
frenzied Titan in a fit of fury and ehaken 
with

giant. 
The 
inhabitants 
resiled 
ou’, to see their neighbors ail pouring 
out of their 
own 
houses, and to be 
conscious that a severe earthquake had vis­ 
ited tbeir city. The shock lasted from twenty 
to thirty seconds, according to various esti­ 
mates, and was very severe. 
About half an 
hour later another shock, slight and short, 
was felt, aud in the course of the succeeding 
forty-eight hours about eight more shocks 
occurred, only a few of them severe, and none 
lasting longer than two or three seconds. 
CVmsi Jerable damage was dene to chinaware 
on the shelves of the stores and gome of_ the 
dwelling? by the first shock, but no serious 
results are reported. 
Messrs. Bean, Duncr.n and other miners 
who went through Chilicott t i the interior of 
Alaska and tho headwaters of the Yunkon 
Isst summer, returned on the 23d of October.
